WILL BE HANDLED 
Three square meals a day 
are 
provided for 88,000 jobless youths 
in the War Department appropri­ 
ation bill now in the House for con­ 
sideration of a Senate amendment. 
The measure calls for establish­ 
ment of military relief camps. 
In such camps the same condi­ 
tions would prevail as at the civil­ 
ian military training camps which 
are held each summer under regu­ 
lar army supervision. 
Long before 8 o’clock each morn­ 
ing, Sunday 
included, 
breakfast 
would be served, the beds all made 
and the drill grounds cleared for 
action. All day long, with conven­ 
ient periods of rest, 
every hour

Agriculture says H. L. Wempster, 
chairman of the poultry husban­ 
dry department of

College. 
For rapid growth, lower mortality, 
and better fall and winter 
egg 
production early hatches are the 
most satisfactory. 
The results reported in Bulle­ 
tin 313, “Some Production Costs 
with Growing Chicks”, issued by 
the College, conclude that “there 
is a marked tendency for the bird3 
to make less rapid growth as the 
date of hatch occurs later in the 
season”. 
Rhode Island Red pul­ 
lets hatched February 7, at 
the 
age of 20 weeks weighed approxi­ 
mately two-thirds of a pound more 
than did those hatched April 
4. 
In the case of White Rocks 
the 
difference in weight was .7 pounds, 
while with Leghorn pullets 
the 
difference in weight was .3 pounds 
in favor of the earlier 
hatched 
birds. 
With cockerels at the 
age 
of 12 weeks 
the 
early 
hatched 
chicks 
weighed 
approximately 
one-half pound more. 
In addition to the fact that the 
early hatched chicks made 
more 
rapid growth, due no doubt to the 
fact 
that the 
conditions 
for 
brooding 
were 
more 
favorable, 
they were also less susceptible to 
outbreaks of coccidiosis and

testinal parasites and experienced

Too Early Tn Plant Garden Says 
Farm Agent Bui Plan II Now

Gordon B. Nance 
New’ Madrid County Extension Agent 
Athough it may be too early to do very much gardening, it is not 
too early to begin planning, so that w’hen planting season arrives, the 
work can proceed with 
dispatch. Garden 
planning 
involves 
several 
things. 
To begin with, it should be decided how much food is needed 
from the garden—«both for use as fresh vegetables—and for 
canning 
and storage. This will depend largely on the size of the family. 
The 
size of the garden to be grown, in turn will depend on the amount of 
food needed. 
The County Extension Office 
is 
preparing a plan for gardens to 
supply vegetables, both for use as 
fresh vegetables, and for canning 
and storage—for a family of six— 
wihich is the size of the 
average 
New Madrid County farm family. 
It is made up of 33 rows 200 feet 
long and occupies 
approximately 
one-half acre. 
It can be modified 
to fit its needs by adding 30 feet 
to the length of the row’s for each 
member of the family in excess ofr 
six, or making 
a 
corresponding 
decrease for smaller families. 
A 
copy of this plan may be obtained 
upon request 
from 
the 
County 
Extension office. 
When the size of 
the 
garden 
needed is determined, 
its location 
should be decided upon. 
Prefer­ 
ably it should be convenient to the 
house, free from shade and on rea­ 
sonably fertile soil. 
However, 
if 
these conditions cannot be com­ 
plied with, a satisfactory garden 
can be raised any way. If the reg­ 
ular garden site convenient to the 
house is too small, 
it should 
be 
used for the growing 
of 
lettuce, 
radishes, peas, beans, etc., 
while 
an “auxiliary” garden in the cot­ 
ton or corn field can be used 
for 
potatoes, sweet co n, melons, etc. 
Garden planning will be especially 
helpful to 
those 
gardeners 
who 
annual!;, have trouble wiih 
cab­ 
bage and tomatoes, from soil car­ 
ried diseases, from which the only 
relief 
is 
obtained 
by 
planting 
special varieties, that resist these 
disease . but which are not usually 
carried by local seed men. 
After 
m aking p an . 
ueh gardeners may 
order these special varieties 
thru 
local dealers, or direct from 
the 
larger seed houses. 
Garden 
plans 
should 
include 


means of insect control. 
A rsen­ 
ate of lead, nicotine sulphate, and 
a small hand duster are the mini­ 
mum requirem ents. 
If the 
local 
dealers do not carry these in stock 
gardeners should order in advance, 
so as not to be caught unaware, for 
insects do not grant moratoriums.

Too Early To Plaol Garden Says 
Farm Agent Bol Plan II Now

N ew Madrid County E xtension A gent 
A though it m ay be too early to do very much gardening, it is not 
too early to l»egin planning, so that when planting season arrives, the 
work can proceed with 
dispatch. Garden 
planning 
involves 
several 
things. 
To begin with, it should be decided how much food is needed 
from the garden—‘both for use as fresh vegetables— and for 
canning 
ami storage. 
This w ill depend largely on the size of the fam ily. 
The 
size of the garden to be grown, in turn w ill depend on the am ount of 
food needed. 
The County E xtension Office 
is 
preparing a plan for gardens to 
supply vegetables, both for use as 
fresh vegetables, and for canning 
and storage— for a fam ily of six — 
which is the size of the 
average 
N ew Madrid County farm fam ily. 
It is made up of 33 rows 200 feet 
long and occupies 
approxim ately 
one-half acre. 
It can be modified 
to fit its needs by adding 30 feet 
to the length of the rows for each FEB R U A R Y 
monvber of the fam ily in excess off 
six, or m aking

It seems that many persons 
mn unable to untangle the skein or 
jto get a clear idea of how the infiu-

ce of the debt question carries on 
rough to individual« 
I was privileged to see a letter re-

ived a few days ago by a member 
the house of representatives. Be­ 
cause of the earnest desire of the 
individual who wrote that letter to 
learn something about the problem, 
1 think he must be typical of a 
great many other persons through­ 
put the country. 
“If I could understand how the 
debt question affects me,” he wrote, 
“I think I might be interested in all 
jbf this argument. 
As it Is, I con­ 
fess 
my 
inability 
to 
determine 
¡whether I ought to favor or oppose 
readjustment of the debts.” 
Let me say at the outset, I be­ 
lieve those who favor scaling down 
the foreign debts are exaggerating 
the benefits which they are saying 
¡will result, and that those who are 
unalterably opposed are being a lit 
tie unfair in some of the statements 
they make. 
Proponents of debt re 
S 
uction by the United States claim 
lere will be a revival of foreign 
^rade, so the farm surplus will be 
Saleable and the products of fac­ 
tories will be marketable again, if 
the foreign nations owing money to 
the United States are let off in the 
jnayment of some of it They are 
glalming that 
American 
banking 
conditions would be improved by 
llebt reduction, because it is well 
' known many of our banks hold for- 
Sign government bonds in large 
gmounts. If the debts to the United 
States government are scaled down, 
course, the private holdings of 
the foreign bonds naturally become 
worth more because there is a bet­ 
ter chance for their payment 
It is undoubtedly true that bank­ 
ing conditions would be eased here 
and that a great many individuals 
¡who have invested some of their 
iavings in foreign bonds would ben­ 
efit by any debt reduction. 
The cir­ 
cumstance is this: there Is only so 
Ipueh revenue available to any one 
Of the foreign governments, and 
when part of that government's ob 
ligations have been released, the 
chances are the others will be paid. 
The same holds true as regards 
the 
revival 
of 
foreign 
markets. 
¡When their government’s debts have 
heen reduced to some extent, man- 
ufacturers and other lines of busi­ 
ness in that country recognize the 
probability of reduction in their 
faxes and some greater freedom in 
business dealings. 
To that extent 
ten those potential purchasers feel 
kble to enter the market and buy 
ie usual amount of goods from 
lerlca. 
And, of course, if there 
a demand for goods from our 
is and our factories, prices rise, 
Employment Increases and the whole 
Country profits. 
On the other side of the picture, 
ie opponents of debt reduction set 
Iforth an Insistent cry that “reduc- 
>n of the foreign debts is simply 
insferrlng those debts to the backs 
>f American taxpayers.” 
\\y that, 
fjiey mean the United States govern­ 
ment, having borrowed the money 
hriglnally from Its own citizens, has 
(o pay them as the bonds become 
¡¡Jue. The government can get money 
ibnly by taxation. 
Opponents of debt reduction say, 
too, lhat there is no assurance of 
any revival of foreign trade with 
the United States. They point to 
the British empire agreement of 
last year, giving preference to prod­ 
ucts of their provinces and domin­ 
ions, and to the trade restrictions 
now in effect or projected among 
numerous other nations. 
These are the general tenor of 
the arguments. They vary in dif­ 
ferent sections of the country, for 
undoubtedly the products of some 
parts of the country are ordinarily 
lp greater demand from foreign 
lands than are others. So it is obvi- 
jpu8 how many variations mny be 
found.

Publication of the agenda, the 
things to be talked about, at the in­ 
ternational economic and monetary 
conference, shows that the rest of 
the world, or its experts, considers 
the same thing paramount that is 
fostered as the highest hope in this 
country. It is the desire for higher 
prices of commodities. 
And these 
prices, it may be added, necessarily 
revolve around the values of the 
products of the farm. Thus it is 
demonstrated again that the farm 
question is basic. 
The conference program, neces­ 
sarily prepared two or three months 
in advance of Its use in the con 
ference, treats of tariff readjust­ 
ment, readjustment of international 
debts, abolition of trade restric­ 
tions, the stabilization of curren 
cies on the gold standard to which 
the United States has adhered so 
tenaciously, and steps to balk nee 
the budgets of whatever govern 
mental units there are. 
Of course, the discussion already 
has been initiated on the question 
of debt readjustment 
It had to 
start with the United States. 
Our 
nation is the creditor of all of them. 
Every one here with whom I have 
talked, agrees that the theory is 
right 
The debtors, who are cred­ 
itors of other nations, must know 
to what extent they are going to be 
let off before they feel free to let 
somebody else off. 
So it is a circle 
which can be unlocked only by the 
United States.

But there is another side. It is in 
the other side that the trick lies. 
The question Is: 
Here's Where ‘‘Will the debtor 
the Trick Lies nations to whom 
the United States 
makes concessions carry those con­ 
cessions on through to the ultimate 
debtors?” 
If they do not, the ex­ 
perts here say there is nothing to 
be gained by making concessions. 
To state the problem another way. 
unless such concessions as are made 
by the United States are reflected 
all

States will have been Just a plain 
sucker. 
Uncle Sam again will have 
been played as the victim in the 
shell game. 
There was no pea un 
der either shell when the game be­ 
gan. 
From these facts it becomes per 
fectly obvious why consideration 
must be given to the program of 
the international economic and mon­ 
etary conference alongside of the 
discussions now going on between 
the United States and those powers 
to whom It loaned money during 
and after the World war. 
Sponsors of the agenda for the 
conference decline to admit it, but 
unbiased views hold that the pro­ 
gram for the conference is too com 
plex to be worked out at one series 
of meetings. 
The experts take the 
position, however, that because the 
problem as a whole is so complex, 
it cannot be dealt with by pieces. 
They say that when the pie has been 
cut, none of the pieces will serve 
the ends desired if taken singly. 
That was the attitude of some of the 
leaders in the Hoover administra­ 
tion ; it is, furthermore, the attitude 
of Mr. Roosevelt and his associates 
now. 
There is reason to believe, there 
fore, that we are going to see a 
continuing series of international 
exchanges In views tor quite some 
time.

It Is necessary here to call atten 
tlon to another factor In the whole 
situation that has 
Balky Horses begun to loom on 
in Senate 
the horizon.

situation that con­ 
fronted Woodrow Wilson who, as 
President, sought to gain senate ap­ 
proval of the Treaty of Versailles. 
The treaty had the League of Na 
tlons covenant as Its heart.

were called the “irreconcllables.” 
Whether their position was wrong 
or right is of no moment In this ar­ 
ticle. The fact Is that the irrecon- 
cilables blocked American adher­ 
ence to the League of Nations. 
Now. there is another group of 
them. 
Several senators remain In 
the senate from that original group. 
They are restating their views these 
days, some publicly, others private 
ly. 
They are insisting that the 
United States retain Its “sovereign 
ty,” and remain isolated from the 
entanglements which they say they 
foresee in the debt discussions and 
the international conference. 
Conservatives and radicals alike 
agree on one thing: Mr. Roosevelt 
has a tremendous Job ahead of him 
as he settles himself in the White 
House.
